The summer term in District No. 1 was taught by Miss 
Mable FE.

The progress 
made was good, and we feel highly pleased with the work 
accomplished, as it was more and better than we ex- 
pected. We were very fortunate in securing her ser- 
vices. 

Both terms in No. 3 were taught by Miss Hattie M. 
Goodwin. Miss Goodwin has had charge of this school 
for more than two years, governing quietly and teaching 
thoroughly. The summer term in No. 4 was taught by 
Miss Ida M. King. We were very pleasantly surprised 
when the season closed to see how much had been accom- 
plished. We.were much disappointed in losing her, but 
considered ourselves fortunate in securing Miss Emma E. 
Clark as teacher for the fall term. Miss Clark was an 
experienced teacher and her work gave good satisfaction. 

We are glad to report our schools in such a good condi- 
tion. ‘The terms were short but the work accomplished 
has been as much or more than was expected. Wethink 
our schools will compare favorably with those in other 
places. 

If we expect the best results all must work in harmony 
ready to help one another to elevate and make pleasant 
all things connected with the school room. No person is 
competent to judge of what is needed in our schools if 
they never darken the doors of the school room. Let all 
interested visit the schools and learn by observation of 
their needs and condition before they criticise too severely. 
Teachers can do much better if they have the sympathy 
and support of the parents; and many times poor success 
is as much the fault of the parentastheteacher. Longer 
schools are very much needed. ‘Then if we try to secure 
good teachers and each individual will obey the ‘‘ Golden 
Rule,’’ we shall be doing all that can be done for the 
children.
